MERICAN NAVAL INFLUENCE 

Confirming recent reports as to Brit- 
ish naval plans, King George, in his speech 
proroguing Parliament, said that “in spite 
of the temporary failure of the Geneva con- 
ference my government has no intention 
of embarking upon an increase in their 
naval building program, which is based up- 
on a Considered view of the defensive 

needs of my widespread empire.” 
This disposes of the hobgoblin of a ship- 
building race, so much feared by conserva- 


tive Americans and probably more feared 


by British taxpayers. To be sure, Presi- 


dent Coolidge had expressed the view that 


the Geneva deadlock should not be per- 
mitted to extend our naval plans in any 


way, but there was still danger that Con- 
gressional jingoes would start something 
that would lead to a shipbuilding mara- 
thon. | 

It will be noted with satisfaction that 
King George alludes to the Geneva break- 
up as “a temporary failure”—the very sen- 
timent expressed by President Coolidge 
with reference to the armament pariey. 
The King also speaks of the deadlock with 
expressions of “regret.” This also is reas- 
suring, as well as conciliatory, and, taken 
together, the two statements bespeak a 
British attitude that may lead to a con- 
summation of the President’s hopes for an 
ultimate agreement, which, it now seéms, is 
pretty sure to come. And this attitude 18 
due to America’s ful influence. 

Still the British ‘naval program referred 
to by the King is ambitious enough. In 
capital ships it calls for a tonnage of 525,- 
000 by 1941 beside certain replacements. 


By 1931 Brit- 
ain is to have fifty-four cruisers, or nearly 
double the present number. 

This program should not frighten the 
jingoes, as it was agreed upon at the Washb- 
ington conference.

There is Ethan Allen, for instance, who 
crashed the forts of Ticonderoga at the 
head of his Green Mountain boys, but later 
negotiated with the Canadian Governor for 
the annexation of Vermont, then of course, 
independent, to the Dominion. Chicago 
patriots of Thompson persuasion want to 
know why text-books of history do not place 
Allen on a higher pedestal and intimate 
that he has been denied his full historical 
honor because he defeated a British con- 
tingent. As a matter of fact, Ethan Allen 
is one of the best-known heroes of Revolu- 
tionary history and when viewed in its en- 
tirety his life story does not perhaps en- 
title him to the pedestal he actually occu- 
pies. He was a picturesque and romantic 
figure or he would not have been given the 
historical fame accorded him. . 


Benedict Arnold is best known as an arch- 
traitor, though because of some rhetorical 
masterpieces dedicated to his story there 
are some American schoolboys nev and 
old, who know he once rode a black horse 
admirably in the cause of independence. 
Not all who fought at one time or another 
for American independence were true 
American patriots and in the main the his- 
tories in use give to the leading figures in 
the American Revolution the approximate 
place they wor in the business of making 
a new nation. These interesting stories of 
the American Revolution have been studied
